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36 sheds attacked in one night 


THEIVES have left 
Dorchester shocked after 
the worst night of thefts in 
residents’ living memory 
saw 36 sheds attacked in 
just a few hours. 

Plot holder and town 
mayor Councillor Leslie 
Philips has issued a plea 
for residents to shop the 
thieves who prowled the 
allotment sheds hunting 
for gardening equipment. 

A garden rotovator, a 
petrol lawn mower and a 
strimmer were amongst 
the items stolen from Her¬ 
rington Road allotments 
between 9pm June 23rd 
and 9am the next day. 

Councillor Leslie 
Philips, who has tendered 
a plot for eight years, 
branded the thieves “mind¬ 
less rouges”.

He said: “They must 
have been organised gang 
looking for electrical tools; 
I’ve been up to my allot¬ 
ment and thought my unit 
was still locked but from 
what I hear they used a 
drill make a hole to look 
inside it. 

“I think these are the sort 
of thefts that are involved 
with drug users, people 
trying to steal things to ac¬ 
tually furnish their drug 
habits. 

“I never heard of any¬ 
thing like this happening 
to 36 sheds, it must have 
been planned. It means 
going around that allot¬ 
ment site, and they could 
have stayed until the early 


hours and nobody would 
have seen them. 

“The answer is please, if 


you are offered any of 
these things, think first and 
then call the police.”

It would be nice if that was the 
success I hope it will be, I’m sure it would make the town 
a better place. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I would have loved to have conversed with the late Ron¬ 
nie Barker, I think that he was such a tremendous all 
round entertainer. Kenneth Williams, I think you would 
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only need to say hello to him to get him talking. The third 
guest would be Victoria Wood. She is a lady who is ex¬ 
traordinarily talented, “Dinnerladies” was a wonderful se¬ 
ries, I’d love to meet her. 

■ WHAT are the best shows you've worked on lo¬ 
cally? 

From Encore the most rewarding show I did was with the 
late Tony Anthony when we did “Noises Off’. That was 
quite something to put on and a lot of people said we 
could not make the set, which we did and it worked. From 
a personal point of view that was quite something. I also 
enjoyed the Little Shop of Horrors where I operated the 
plant because it was a little something unusual. I enjoyed 
both of them in particular I think. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

At the moment I’m reading Alan Bennett “Untold Sto¬ 
ries”. When you read Alan Bennett you can almost hear 
him saying the words. The last CD I listened to was prob¬ 
ably Dire Straits, I listening to them on a fairly regular 
basis and Brothers in Arms is a particular favourite. I 
enjoy sixties and seventies music, Queen, Status Quo and 
things that aren’t particularly fashionable now. The last 
film I watched was “An Education” over in Lyme Regis.

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Vandals attack young trees Th ,! e !' esta ! 9 f J 

' ^ allotment sheds 


THE Dorset County Council have condemned the “point¬ 
less” destruction of five young lime trees in Dorchester. 

The five trees were planted just three-years-ago, with 
help from local charities, and were part of an avenue of 
75 limes planted on the B3147 Yeovil road, near Loders 
Garage in Dorchester. 

The work was done by the county council together with 
the Dorchester Civic Society, the Dorset branch of the In¬ 
ternational Tree Foundation and the Duchy of Cornwall. 

Last week, five of the trees have been found vandalised, 
having been snapped off at the base by force. It will mean 
considerable cost to the council to replant and nurture 
new trees to keep the avenue complete. 

The trees were planted as part of a project to enhance 
the entrance into Dorchester from the north-west. 

The benefit of the lime trees is both aesthetic and to 
help offset the effects of climate change, as they filter air¬ 
borne dust and pollution and convert carbon dioxide to 
oxygen. And, as the trees get more mature, they provide 
food and nesting sites for birds, animals and insects.

Since being planted, the trees have been lovingly main¬ 
tained each year by the county council and volunteers to 
ensure their survival. 

Steve Maros, Dorset County Council aboricultural 
manager, said: “These trees have been maturing into 
beautiful specimens. But sadly their benefit has been se¬ 
riously undermined by the mindless vandalism carried 
out by one or more persons. 

“In the past few days we have had five of these beauti¬ 
ful trees snapped off. It is a totally pointless waste of 
lovely trees, as well as public money.” 

Any members of the public who see the trees being van¬ 
dalised are asked to report it immediately to the police or 
the county council. 

The council will take legal action against anybody 
caught vandalising its trees.

Judges praised Head¬

ment Co-ordinator Ken Lambert, who discovered the 
attacks, said he thought the sheds were broken into 
using bolt croppers or a jemmy bar. 

“I’ve been an allotment holder here, on the same plot 
for 46 years and never had anything like this before, 
nothing on this scale, we’ve had the odd break-in but 
nothing this big,” he said. 

“Everyone is very, very annoyed, when you think 36 
sheds broken into and say that’s £20 each to put right 
it works out to be several hundred pounds, but its also 
the inconvenience of it, some people have to replace 
doors on their sheds.” 

The 100 allotment holders at the site were just days 
from utilising DNA technology -special easily iden¬ 
tified liquid - to mark their tools for such an incident 
as this. 

Some of the older equipment is already post-code 
marked to make them easily identifiable. 

PC Kristy Heron said: “I believe it would have taken 
the offenders quite some time to have searched 
through all of these sheds. 

“It’s quite possible that the offenders loaded a nearby 
vehicle with the stolen property before making off. 

“I am appealing for anyone who witnessed this in¬ 
cident, and anyone who recalls suspicious vehicles 
outside the allotments to contact me urgently.”

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Merger between council 
services up for discussion 


MILLIONS of pounds would be 
saved if a “merger” is backed be¬ 
tween Weymouth and Portland and 
West Dorset councils. 

Both authorities are considering a 
joint business case for creating a sin¬ 
gle officer management and staffing 
structure delivering services to 
162,000 residents, over 6,100 busi¬ 
nesses and millions of visitors to the 
area. 

The business case shows the bring¬ 
ing services together could save £2.5 
million a year and £8.8 million over 
five years after meeting implementa¬ 
tion costs. 

The proposal does not substantially 
alter the ability of the two authori¬ 
ties’ 84 councillors to play their full 
representational and leadership roles 
on behalf of their respective commu¬ 
nities. 

If implemented, the business case 
highlights a number of key decisions 
that will affect the 850 staff currently 
employed by the two councils. 

More work is needed to minimise 
the disruption to staff in the short 
term and to harmonise the terms and 
conditions of staff in the longer term, 
says the business case. 

Below the senior management tier 
any change will be delivered as op¬ 
portunities present themselves, with 
an expectation that staff numbers 
will reduce over a sustained period 
of time. 

Both councils have experience of

successfully working together 
through a pioneering revenues and 
benefits partnership which has im¬ 
proved services and saved £1 million 
since it started. 

Weymouth and Portland corporate 
affairs spokesman Councillor Geoff 
Petherick said: “Local government is 
facing huge financial pressures, 
which could lead to devastating cuts 
in service. 

“Although we will still face some 
difficult choices, by sharing our offi¬ 
cer structures across two councils, 
we can make significant savings that 
can be used to help protect vital serv¬ 
ices and make improvements where 
needed.” 

West Dorset council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Robert Gould added “Along 
with savings already identified by 
our efficiency scrutiny committee, 
and those that will result from the 
move to new offices in Dorchester, 
the savings arising from partnership 
working will help West Dorset main¬ 
tain most services at their current 
levels despite the impact of major 
cuts to the grant we receive from 
Government identified by the Chan¬ 
cellor in his budget. 

“In preparing the business case we 
have given consideration as to how 
this partnership fits into wider 
arrangements for collaboration with

other public sector providers across 
Dorset, and with Bournemouth and 
Poole, with the aim being to ensure 
that nothing prejudices further wider 
collaboration in the medium to long 
term. 

Other councils elsewhere in the 
country have already shown that by 
sharing staff they can make signifi¬ 
cant savings and we are no differ¬ 
ent.” 

Members of West Dorset District 
Council will consider the report at 
their executive committee on July 5 th 
and council on July 15th while coun¬ 
cillors in Weymouth and Portland 
borough council will discuss it at 
their management committee on July 
6 th and council on July 22 nd .

MEMBERS of Transition 
Town Dorchester are 
campaigning to create a 
community farm and gar¬ 
den on Poundbury, and 
launched the initiative by 
holding an open day to 
gather ideas and ex¬ 
change views with mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

People from the group 
initially approached the 
Duchy of Cornwall with 
a view to leasing two 
acres of land behind the 
Weymouth College Con¬ 
struction Centre at Park¬ 
way Farm, which they 
now have on a pepper¬ 
corn rent. 

They are now keen to 
involve as many people 
as possible to move the 
project forward. 

A great deal of interest 
has been shown in this 
project, and plans are al¬ 
ready in progress for a 
possible layout of the 
land. 

People have come for¬ 
ward with a whole range 
of ideas, all of which will 
be given due considera¬ 
tion and incorporated if at 
all possible. 

As well as plans for a 
pond and wildlife area, 
pigs, bees and chickens 
could soon be sharing the 
land with fruit trees, soft 
fruit cages and polytun¬ 


nels. 

Raised beds for plant¬ 
ing, with emphasis on 
making the whole area 
accessible to the dis¬ 
abled, could soon stand 
beside picnic tables and 
vines to see a community 
farm with countless pos¬ 
sibilities. 

This scheme is open to 
anyone, whether they are 
seasoned gardeners or in¬ 
terested in learning, al¬ 
ready have their own 
garden or would like to 


become involved in this 
exciting project. 

All produce will be 
grown communally 
rather than on individual 
plots, but organisers say 
they are working on a 
system to ensure every¬ 
one gets a fair share of 
the home grown fruit and 
vegetables. 

And better still, it is 
free to take part. 

Ian Reeves of Transi¬ 
tion Town Dorchester 
said: “We held a very 


successful Open Day in 
which local residents had 
the opportunity to find 
out more about the farm 
and put forward their 
own suggestions. 

“Any local organisa¬ 
tions are more than wel¬ 
come to join in and we 
shall be establishing a 
management committee 
to oversee the project.” 

It is hoped that an ini¬ 
tial meeting will be held 
on July 14th, and more 
information will soon be 
available on the website 
www.transitiontown- 
dorchester.org. 


Bogus telephone call warning 


THE Charity Commission has 
warned of people making bogus 
telephone calls purporting to rep¬ 
resent them demanding pay¬ 
ments for various services and 
advertisements. 

The government department 
has been made aware of a scam 
involving people being tele¬ 
phoned by individuals claiming 
to represent the Charity Commis¬ 
sion. In the phone calls these in¬ 
dividuals claim to be from the 
"debt collection department" of 
the commission and they de¬ 


mand payments for various serv¬ 
ices and advertisements. Some of 
the calls have demanded pay¬ 
ments of thousands of pounds. 

The Commission has been con¬ 
tacted by a number of people 
who have received calls of this na¬ 
ture and has already reported this 
matter to the police, and have is¬ 
sued the following statement: "It 
is important to be clear that any 
call from someone claiming to 
work with, or on behalf of the 
Charity Commission, and claim¬ 
ing any payment in a threatening 


way, is clearly bogus. 

"The Charity Commission does 
not charge for any of its services 
to charities; it does not get in¬ 
volved in debt collection either 
directly or through contracting 
third parties to do so, and nor 
does it collect debt on behalf of 
charities. 

"You should immediately report 
these sorts of incidents to the po¬ 
lice, and the Charity Commission 
would also like to be informed 
where its name is being used for 
suspected fraudulent purposes."

Huge send off for showman Steve

EVERY now and then someone crosses your path who 
has a profound effect on your life. One such person was 
Steve Charles, a person who passed through the lives of 
so many and left his own particular mark on every single 
one. 

Creative, talented, fun loving and full of life to the very 
end, what this popular local musician lacked in stature he 
more than made up for in heart. There was nothing Steve 
wouldn’t do for you. He was the kind of friend many peo¬ 
ple would love, always laughing, always lending a hand, 
always there when you needed someone. 

An inspiration to countless young musicians, his energy 
and enthusiasm for life saw no bounds. His own group, 
Nobby’s Cousins, were incredibly popular and very suc¬ 
cessful. 

Steve had the kind of approach to life many envied. He 
thought he could do anything - and often did. He loved 
a drink, he loved his music, he loved his skittles. He even 
tried to love golf. But most of all he loved his family and 
he loved his friends. 

Steve’s life was cruelly cut short when he lost his coura¬ 
geous battle with throat cancer and he died peacefully in 
the Joseph Weld Hospice surrounded by his family. But 
a showman to the very end, he had painstakingly planned 
his funeral during the last weeks of his life. Where else 
but the Corn Exchange in Dorchester could cope with the 
funeral of the little man with a huge personality. 

This wonderful, but often very emotional, celebration 
of the life of Steve Charles, was full of music chosen by 
the great man himself. 

Pall bearers, including his son Stefan, fellow members 
of Nobby’s Cousins, and best man from his wedding Bob 
Appleton, carried the coffin into the hall to the strains of 
Pink Floyd’s Comfortably Numb. Beautifully created by 
Alan “Sparky” Clarke, husband of Steve’s sister Rosita, 
this was no ordinary coffin, but an amazing white guitar, 
holding an amazing musician. 

Steve would have been proud of son Stefan and the re¬ 
markable way he conducted the day. Tributes were paid 
by Steve’s sisters Rosita, Serena and Petra, his father 
Robert, and many friends, tears mixing with laughter as

fond memories of a lovely person were recounted with 
genuine feeling. 

Musical interludes included Enter Sandman by Metal- 
lica and of course Rainbow Bazaar by Nobby’s Cousin’s. 
Hundreds of those who attended took the time to write 
final messages to Steve across the white coffin before the 
family left for a private cremation amid the music of 
Close My Eyes Forever by Ozzy Osborne. 

An afternoon of music and memories ended a fitting cel¬ 
ebration to someone who will be sorely missed. 

And no doubt Steve was looking down on the whole 
thing, beer in one hand, guitar in the other, saying: “Yes! 
I can still fill the Corn Exchange even when I’ve gone.” 
God Bless, Steve. You will leave a big hole in all of our 
lives, but one which can be filled with the countless mem¬ 
ories you leave behind. 


Successful year for homeless charity 


A HOMELESS charity 
in Dorchester has 
helped 30 people to get 
off the streets into new 
homes during the last 
year. 

The Friends of 
Dorchester Hub re¬ 
ported a successful 12 
months at their recent 
AGM. 

Chairman Annabel 
Broome said: “During 
the last 12 months the 
Hub has seen around 31 
individuals a month 
and helped 30 individu¬ 
als into resettlement. 

“We very much hope 
that this trend will con¬ 
tinue in the future, with 
agencies working to¬ 
gether to take people 
from the streets and put 
a roof over their 
heads.” 

The Hub is a daytime 
drop in centre for the 
homeless, offering 
warmth, practical help 
and advice. 

Open five mornings a 
week for regular users, 
and certain afternoons 
for appointments, the 
service is now managed 
by Bournemouth 
Churches Housing As¬ 
sociation and is going 
from strength to 
strength. This has also 
allowed the trustees to 
direct their energies 


into supporting the Hub 
by fundraising, attracting 
and supporting volun¬ 
teers, and keeping the 
service in the public eye. 

Resettlement brings 
problems that need to be 
overcome. 

Margaret Barker, secre¬ 
tary, treasurer and the 
force behind the creation 
of the Hub, said: “Each 
person who is resettled is 
given between £80 and 
£100 to spend at either 
Dorset Reclaim or Sec¬ 
ond Chance Furniture to 
purchase goods for their 
property. 

“The homeless are now 
able to use the Food Bank 
at the Dorford Centre and 
meal tickets can still be 


purchased to use at week¬ 
ends and bank holidays.” 

The policy of getting as 
many Hub users housed 
as possible and then 
working with them to en¬ 
able them to stay has been 
well supported by many 
statutory agencies this 
year and its value was 
shown during the very 
harsh cold winter when 
there was no-one sleeping 
rough in the Dorchester 
area. 

Another addition to the 
Hub, one of real signifi¬ 
cance, has been nurse 
practitioner Julia Whit¬ 
ing. 

With her own porta¬ 
cabin at the Hub, Julia 
has seen countless home¬ 


less people with a whole 
range of medical prob¬ 
lems. 

To complement her 
work, there is a mental 
health nurse who visits, 
supported by the Com¬ 
munity Mental Health 
Team. 

And monthly visits 
from the dental van have 
also proved an asset. 

Julia has worked in¬ 
credibly hard to provide 
these services, but per¬ 
haps her most memorable 
moment was her very first 
pregnancy and childbirth 
among the homeless. 

With help and support 
from the Hub in resettle¬ 
ment, the mother was al¬ 
lowed to keep her baby.

It can only be prevented through im¬ 
munisation, and mainly affects children 
under the age of five.

cruel disease, an illness that crippled over 
half a million people during the first half of 
the 20th century.

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Watching out for whales and dolphins 


DOLPHIN and whale watchers are 
needed to patrol the Dorset coastline this 
summer. 

The marine research charity Sea Watch 
is seeking nature lovers and local yachts¬ 
men and women who will be willing to 
spend time watching out from the Dorset 
coastline during this summer’s National 
Whale and Dolphin Watch (NWDW). 

Observers can carry out watches from 
land or, if they have access to a boat, from 
sea and no experience is necessary. 

Key locations for sightings include Port¬ 
land Bill, Durlston Head and Poole Bay. 
All volunteers will be sent information 
about what to look for and how to record 
their sightings. If enough people apply 
there may be opportunities to ‘buddy up’ 
with other local enthusiasts. 

Harbour porpoises are seen along the 
county’s coast throughout the year, while 
sightings of bottlenose dolphins peak be-

tween September and April. 

Short-beaked common dolphins can also 
be spotted off-shore occasionally and the 
long-finned pilot whale, a deep-water 
species, are sometimes seen 10km from 
the coast. 

National Whale and Dolphin Watch is 
being held from August 7th - 15th. Infor¬ 
mation gathered creates a snapshot of the 
distribution of dolphins, whales and por¬ 
poises - cetaceans - around the coast, 
feeding into scientific discussions on 
abundance and distribution. 

Sea Watch Sightings Officer Gemma 
Veneruso said: “We are hoping to recruit 
people who are willing to commit to 
spend some time during the watch looking 
out at locations near where they live. Any 
time that they can spare would be appre¬ 


ciated. We have some observers who do 
watches all day everyday and others who 
do one two hour watch and it is all bene¬ 
ficial. 

“They will need binoculars. A compass 
is useful, but not essential, as is a camera. 
I will be sending out detailed information 
to all volunteers about the species they can 
expect to see locally, how to identify them 
and the sort of information we need 
recording. 

“Volunteers’ sightings will be in addition 
to public watches which will be held at 
various points along the coast and will 
supplement our existing observers and co¬ 
ordinators. We are hoping to build as com¬ 
prehensive picture as possible of what 
species are around our coast during that 
period. 

“We would also like to ask any local en¬ 
vironmental organisations/centres or com¬ 
mercial boat operators to be involved in 


the event by doing their own watches.” 

Sea Watch collects sightings data all 
year round which helps to feed into dis¬ 
cussions to help shape marine conserva¬ 
tion policies aimed at protecting the 
whales, dolphins and porpoises around 
our coast. 

To become an observer, or for more in¬ 
formation on Sea Watch’s sightings net¬ 
work and other research projects, see 
www.seawatchfoundation.org.uk.

Royal Navy presence at 
Spirit of the Sea festival 

■ HMS KENT TO VISIT PORTLAND 


T HE Type 23 frigate HMS Kent will make a short 
visit to Portland from Friday (July 2nd) to pro¬ 
vide a Royal Navy focal point for the launch of 
the Weymouth and Portland 2010 Spirit of the Sea 
Festival. 

The 4900-tonne warship will come alongside 
Queens Pier at approximately 2pm on Friday for the 
start of a four-day visit to further foster the long 
standing and close relationship between Portland 
and the Royal Navy. 

During the visit, locals will get the opportunity to 
go on board and learn a little more about life in 
today's Royal Navy during a weekend programme 
that will see HMS Kent open to the public. 

The ship's company will be involved in a packed 
programme of events while alongside, including 
playing host to a variety of VIPs, local organisations 
and young people interested in a career in the Royal 
Navy, in the form of Budmouth College's Combined 
Cadet Force. 

The ship will also provide an 18-strong marching 
platoon to take part in the Dorchester Armed Forces 
Day parade on Saturday, July 3rd. The same day, the 


ship's commanding officer, Commander Nick Cooke- 
Priest, will host a luncheon for invited guests and 
ready his crew to welcome the public on board, from 
10am until 4pm. 

The ship will also be open to visitors on the Sunday, 
again from 10am until 4pm. 

Commander Cooke-Priest said: "I am delighted to 
bring HMS Kent into Portland as part of the Spirit of 
the Seas celebration. My ship's company is thor¬ 
oughly looking forward to opening up this very ca¬ 
pable warship to visitors and I sincerely hope that as 
many people as possible come to see her over the 
weekend." 

HMS Kent will leave Portland early on Monday, July 
5th to return to sea and embark upon operational 
tasking. 

Powerful and versatile with the capability to oper¬ 
ate anywhere in the world, the Type 23 frigate is the 
mainstay of the modern surface fleet. 

Originally designed for the principal task of anti¬ 
submarine warfare at the height of the Cold War, 
they have since evolved into multi-purpose ships 
with the capability to operate in almost any mar-

P oundbury is the urban extension to 
Dorchester in Dorset, and is famous inter¬ 
nationally as a pioneering example of 
urban development. 

It seeks to implement the principles ex¬ 
pounded in The Prince of Wales's 1989 book,'A 
Vision of Britain'. 

It is the result of The Prince's belief on town- 
planning coupled with a long period of public 
consultation between 1988 and 1993. Pound¬ 
bury is expected to be fully completed by 2025 
when it will add approximately 5,000 to the 
population of Dorchester with 2,000 jobs in the 
factories, offices and general facilities across the 
site.

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Spiritual journey ends in Lyme 


T ALES of apoca¬ 
lyptic global 
warming dominate 
headlines; multi-national 
corporations leak thou¬ 
sands of gallons of oil de¬ 
stroying huge swathes of 
marine life. 

At no time in the last 
2,000 years have peo¬ 
ples’ awareness of the 
precarious nature of the 
planet they inhabit been 
so pronounced. Even 
Lyme is not immune with 
Church Beach and Mon¬ 
mouth Beach named and 
shamed for their poor 
water quality in the Ma¬ 
rine Conservation Soci¬ 
ety’s Good Beach Guide 
2010. 

For many people the 
burden of guilt is trans¬ 
ferred and the enormity 
of the situation over¬ 
whelming, but co¬ 
founder of the Lyme 
Regis based Laughing 
Rainbow Mystery 

School, Chetna Lawless 
is using her gifts as a 
shamanic practitioner to 
teach people Medicine 
For The Earth, the art of 
healing the planet 
through transmuting per¬ 
sonal and environmental

about following her spiritual path around the 
world, ending in Lyme Regis. 


toxins. 

Any town is more than 
the sum of its parts: peo¬ 
ple, scenery, proximity to 
nature, architecture and 
history all conjure up a 
sense of place, but for 
Chetna, having lived in 
the town for over 20 
years, Lyme Regis is all 
these things and more. 

“Dorset is just wonder¬ 
ful, there’s an incredibly 
rich history in this land¬ 
scape. Walking the cliff 
paths and fields and sur¬ 
rounding hills, there are 
just amazing views. If 
you relax and observe 
and listen to the sounds, 
hearing the birds and the 
sound of leaves and trees, 
that is nature helping us 
all the time,” said 
Chetna. 

“I love Lyme, the land 
here is amazingly heal¬ 
ing. There’s a history of 
it. People used to come 
here for hundreds of 
years for healing.” 

Having been on a spiri¬ 


tual quest around the 
world, from Scotland to 
South East Asia’s Bud¬ 
dhist monasteries, 
Chetna found herself in 
Dorset on a week-long 
workshop led by spiritual 
therapist and healer 
Golden Cobb. 

Chetna says; “When I 
travelled to England it 
was for a course Golden 
Cobb was leading in 
Dorset; he asked me to 
quit my job in Japan and 
work full time with him. 
I said, ‘yes’, and we co¬ 
founded the Mystery 
School in Lyme.” 

Chetna decided to fol¬ 
low her destiny and 
travel the path of a mys¬ 
tic and shamanic healer 
when she was 21-years- 
old, but had been aware 
of her calling from a very 
young age. 

“My experiences of the 
invisible realm began as 
a child, and continued in¬ 
tensifying. The veils be¬

very thin for me with 
regular out of body expe¬ 
riences, and visits from 
my departed grand¬ 
mother, who also had the 
gift,” said Chetna. 

“I knew after gradua¬ 
tion that I had to find 
teachers to help me de¬ 
velop and nurture my 
gifts in a disciplined way, 
rather than let them im¬ 
pinge and overlay them¬ 
selves on to my ‘normal’ 
reality. I booked a round- 
the-world ticket and went 
in search of my teach¬ 
ers,” said the American 
ex-pat who completed a 
degree in Industrial and 
Labour Relations at 
America’s Ivy League 
Cornell University. 

Having worked with 
and taught mystic and 
shamanic practices since 
1987, shamanism, ac¬ 
cording to Chetna, is a 
way of living that re¬ 
quires one to respect, and 
be in harmony, balance 
and co-operation with all 
of creation; it is a way of 
life that brings healing to 
ourselves, our friends 
and families, our com¬ 
munities, and our planet. 

Shamanism dates back 
over 40,000 years and at 
its core is the understand¬ 
ing that humans are part 
of a web-of-life that in¬ 
cludes all plants, animals, 
other life forms and na¬ 
ture. The belief all things 
have a spirit we can inter¬ 
act with, and work with, 
is fundamental to 
shamanism. 

The modern western 
resurgence of interest in 
shamanic practice over 
the past 40 years is 
timely, says Chetna, be¬ 
coming more animated, 
crumpling the purple 
throw as she crosses her 
legs underneath herself. 
The search for solutions 
to current environmental 
challenges finds inspira¬ 
tion and guidance from 
this ancient tradition. 

“We’ve lost connection 
with a part of ourselves, 
and people are longing to 
get back to that internal 
harmony. The chaos peo¬ 
ple feel inside is the 
chaos they see outside in 
the world,” she said. 
“When we find harmony 
and peace within our¬ 
selves, we project that to 
the outside world. This is 
at the heart of the plane¬ 
tary healing work. 

“Shamanism helps peo¬ 
ple make their own con¬ 
nection with the divine. 
Once that connection is 
made a whole new uni¬ 
verse opens up to people. 
It is a path of direct reve¬ 
lation. People experience 
a divine love that is 



greater than any human 
love. To me, brought up 
Catholic, I call that di¬ 
vine experience God, and 
my God is formless.” 

The cornerstone of all 
shamanic practice is the 
shamanic journey, during 
which the practitioner al¬ 
ters their state of con¬ 
sciousness in order to 
access information and 
healing from spiritual di¬ 
mensions, and bring it 
back to this reality. This 
is achieved through a 
process akin to medita¬ 
tion. 

Classically shamans 
achieve their meditative 
state (the shamanic jour¬ 
ney state), through tuning 
into a percussive beat of 
a drum or rattle being 
played at between four 
and seven beats per sec¬ 
ond. This changes the 
brainwaves from Beta, 
the brain’s waking state, 
or Alpha, the brain’s 
meditative state, to a 
Theta wave pattern. 
Delta, the brain’s dream¬ 
ing state, is closest to 
Thea. 

“Plants, trees and nature 
are in the Theta wave pat¬ 
tern, so being in the 
shamanic state of con¬ 
sciousness is when we 
most easily fall in tune 
with nature. Theta is a 
deep state in between 
being awake and asleep - 
and it is a fully altered 
state of perception,” said 
Chetna. 

Although some people 
are more pre-disposed to 
the shamanic way, 
Chetna says anyone can 
be taught to journey, “be¬ 
cause our brains are hard¬ 
wired to do so,” adding, 
“It is also a wonderful al¬ 
ternative to meditation - 
if you don’t get on with 


traditional meditation, it 
is another way to prac¬ 
tice relaxation and re¬ 
lieve stress.” 

Apart from the plane¬ 
tary healing work, mod¬ 
ern day western 
shamanic healers prac¬ 
tice a whole variety of 
ancient healing methods 
- one of them is Soul 
Retrieval. What psychi¬ 
atrists may refer to as 
disassociation, which 
can happen when a per¬ 
son experiences trauma, 
loss, or shock, shamans 
refers to as Soul Loss, 
which can lead people 
spending the rest of 
their life feeling a part 
of them is missing. 

In such situations the 
shamanic practitioner 
can work with spirit 
guides to track down the 
soul parts that have been 
lost (or disassociated) 
and exist somewhere in 
the field of conscious¬ 
ness, and return it to the 
person. What present 
day psychology de¬ 
scribes as the field of 
consciousness, shamans 
call the web-of-life. 

“This kind of 
shamanic healing is an¬ 
other example of the 
support and co-opera¬ 
tion that exists between 
the spiritual dimensions, 
and between us humans 
and the spirits of nature, 
which is why the re¬ 
spectful and loving 
treatment of the envi¬ 
ronment is of utmost 
importance to a 
shamanic practitioner,” 
says Chetna. 

“The plants, animals 
and trees are connected 
in the web-of-life. We 
depend on nature for 
everything, on all the el¬ 
ements to live: the food 


we eat, the water we 
drink; everything is con¬ 
nected and interdepend¬ 
ent. In science we call it 
ecology. In shamanism 
we see it as a spiritual 
reality. It is vital to our 
survival for us to respect 
and honour everything 
in that web.” 

People are waking up 
to the damage they are 
creating in the world, 
through their thoughts 
as well as their actions, 
says Chetna, and people 
are realising they don’t 
want to be part of the 
problem anymore; they 
want to be part of the 
solution. 

“I have witnessed 
many people reconnect¬ 
ing and developing a 
greater love and appre¬ 
ciation for the place 
where they live - and 
this has led them to tak¬ 
ing greater and care of 
it.” 

Chetna added: “The 
challenges we are facing 
today demand new and 
creative ideas. When it 
comes to healing the 
planet, there’s not one 
answer, but many an¬ 
swers that lay in each 
one of us. We each hold 
pieces of the jigsaw. The 
idea is to come together 
as a community and 
share our ideas in order 
to create a new reality - 
to dream into being a 
better experience for our 
planet. That visionary 
power is within each of 
us. As a shamanic prac¬ 
titioner, I help people to 
experience that.”

Tea and history 
anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme 
Regis on the 11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James'claim to the throne, following 
the death of Charles II. He assembled an army in 
excess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedge- 
moor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five 
Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 cases were heard in 
the Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; 
of these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion 
- was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and im¬ 
prisoned in the Tower of London. He died in 
1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural 
causes. 

Rumours at the time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in theTower and that his body had 
been returned to Dorchester and walled up in 
the Courtroom - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been 
carefully restored to maintain its character and 
original features. 

Today it is called The Oakroom and is a delight¬ 
ful tearoom, with a peaceful, tranquil atmos¬ 
phere, replicating the style and service of a 
Lyons Corner House. The Oakroom of today 
serves a variety of light meals throughout the 
day and service is a high priority. The staff at the 
Oakroom pride themselves on their high levels 
of customer service, creating a warm, homely at¬ 
mosphere where you can enjoy lovely lunches 
and of course, Dorset clotted cream teas.

Macca soothes World Cup 
heartbreak in Hyde Park 


COME quarter-to-eight on Sunday night, the crowd in London's Hyde Park 
was ready to party. It had been the hottest day of the year so far, feet were 
aching - with the audience having been standing for hours already - and 
the more sane may well have swapped their place in front of the stage for 
a cold drink and a comfy chair. 

But no matter. The atmosphere was electric and the anticipation had 
reached fever pitch. For the next two-and-three-quarters-of-an-hour we 
were to be in the presence of a true legend. A man whose only worry be¬ 
fore a show isn't which songs to play but which ones to leave out. Paul 
McCartney. 

The crowd were ready to have the memories of that afternoon's football 
match exorcised from their minds. And by the time the whole of Hyde Park 
was singing along to 'All My Loving', England's World Cup defeat was all 
but a distant memory. 

Now only two years short of 70, you have to wonder how long Sir Paul 
can keep on going like this. But he has the voice and energy of a man in 
his early 50s, and seems to be having so much fun you can't see him ever 
wanting to pack it in. 

He bounds around the stage, interchanging between playing bass, piano 
and guitar, fitting in the odd anecdote in-between the songs that make 
up the massive set, nearly 40 tunes strong. 

The set list had something for everyone, from lesser known Wings tunes 
like'Letting Go'and'Nineteen Hundred And Eighty-Five', to newer songs 
from Macca side-project The Fireman and - of course - those massive Bea¬ 
tles hits. 

The intros to song after song make the hairs on the back of your neck 
stand up, with even previously derided songs like the (relatively) recent 
single 'Dance Tonight' and the cod-reggae of 'Ob-La-Di. Ob-La-Da' insti¬ 
gating great reactions from the crowd. 

The show began with the rather apt Wings number'Venus & Mars'- with 
its lyrics about the crowd "waiting for the show to begin" - and it was Mc¬ 
Cartney's Seventies band that dominated the beginning of the set. 

The final song of Macca's opening stint behind the piano saw the first of 
the evening's tributes.'My Love'is probably the best love song he penned 
for first wife Linda, and he dedicates it - as you'd expect - to the lovers in 
the audience. 

Later on in the show, Paul pays tribute to George Harrison by playing his 
song 'Something' on ukulele accompanied by a moving black & white 
photo montage of his old mate, whilst he looks visibly moved when per¬ 
forming 'HereToday', his ode to John Lennon. But perhaps the best tribute 
to John was the burst of'Give Peace A Chance'which followed the iconic 
'A Day In The Life'. 

Other highlights included a storming 'Live And Let Die' (accompanied 
by a firework display that had to be seen to be believed), a beautiful Bea¬ 
tles era acoustic set (featuring album tracks'I'm Looking Through You','Two 
Of Us'and 'Blackbird') and - of course - the obligatory mass sing-a-long to 
'Hey Jude'. 

The audience couldn't believe its luck when Macca and his band re¬ 
turned for not one but two three-song encores. Rounding things off with 
non-stop Beatles classics, McCartney proved how diverse his songwriting 
talents are by playing the delicate standard 'Yesterday'one moment before 
launching into'Helter Skelter', which virtually invented hard rock by itself, 
the next. 

By the time the reprise version of'Sgt Pepper' had segued into Abbey 
Road's'The End'we knew the party was over. And the 50,000 strong crowd 
roared its approval, hoping that this wouldn't be the last time they'd spend 
an evening in the company of Sir Paul.

New government statistics show motorcycle safety improving 


N EW statistics released by the Government show that as 
the number of motorcycle miles travelled has increased 
the number of casualties and fatalities has actually fallen, 
indicating that more miles travelled does not mean more 
accidents. 

This has been the ongoing trend since around 2002, when 
the link was broken between the year on year number of mo¬ 
torcycles in use compared to the number of casualties per 


annum. 

The figures show that motorcycle traffic rose by 2 per cent 
but the number of motorcycle casualties was 4 per cent 
lower than in 2008.The number reported as seriously injured 
fell by 4 per cent to 5,350 and there were 472 motorcycle user 
fatalities in 2009, which was also 4 per cent lower than during 
2008. 

Improving motorcycle safety has always been an important 


part of the industry's agenda and the MCI works closely with 
the Government and other relevant bodies in the motorcycle 
community to find ways to improve safety in a number of 
ways. 

The Police BikeSafe scheme; intelligent enforcement, engi¬ 
neering improvements and the commitment from trainers 
to improving standards, have all contributed to a safer mo¬ 
torcycling environment 


Steve Kenward, CEO of the MCI, said, "Although there is still 
a strong concern about the number of motorcycle casualties, 
the fact remains that year after year motorcycling continues 
to get safer in terms of the likelihood of having an accident. 

"The reported fall in motorcycle fatalities during 2009 is 
welcome, but we can not be complacent about this - there 
are simply far too many people dying in accidents - and we 
still have much more work to do."

WITH the halfway point reached Beaminster fi¬ 
nally nailed their first win of the season beating 
fellow strugglers Ferndown Wayfarers 2nd by 81 
runs. 

A much improved batting performance after 
last week's debacle at Corfe Mullen saw Ross 
Baker's charges post a target of 225 all out with 
Chris Park hitting a half century, before Simon 
Jones (5-43) and spinner Mark Barber (3-43) rip 
through the Wayfarers batting after it looked like 
the visitors would condemn Beaminster to their 
eighth defeat of the season. 

Baker was not only very relieved that his team 
had finally got of the mark, but was also opti¬ 
mistic that they could still retain their place in Di¬ 
vision One despite being marooned at the 
bottom. 

"This was just about our strongest team, and if 
we can keep this side every week then we have a 
chance.The problem is unavailability, particularly 
at away games, because many of the side have to 
work on Saturday mornings and can't get away in 
time. 

"We were gutted after last week, and know we 
let ourselves down, but it was a much improved 
performance, particularly our batting, and we 
were very determined." 

Winning the toss Baker decided to be positive 
and bat, and for once they got the start they 
needed as Park and Richard Runyard put on 66 
for the first wicket. Both batted watchfully, and 
despite the ball swinging, showed good tech¬ 
nique and looked comfortable. 

However first change bowler B Ballam made 
the crucial breakthrough. Cleverly moving the 
ball off the seam and swinging it away he bowled 
Runyard for 22 before having Nick David (5) 
caught. 

Chris Park (56) passed his half century then be¬ 
came Ballam's third victim as he was bowled with 
a ball that gently rolled under his bat and just re¬ 
moved the bail. Simon Jones poor run of form 
continued as he was bowled leaving Beaminster 
struggling on 103-5, but Joe Hawkins (17) and 
Dan Hillier rebuilt the innings slowly, before the 
latter was harshly given out Ibw for a well con¬ 
structed 23. 

Lower down the order, Mark Gough made an 
excellent 28 and accelerated the innings with all 
the batsmen chipping in with a few runs before 
Beaminster were finally all out for 225. 

In reply, Ferndown's Mark Annersley played 
some superb shots and punished Beaminster's 
opening bowlers. Although Martin took a wicket, 
runs flowed at an alarming rate and the visitors 
had 50 on the board in just six overs. 

However, Beaminster's fortunes changed with 
the introduction of Jones and Barber, and they 
soon had Ferndown in trouble. Jones bowled 
Snook (13) and then with the score on 88 trapped 
skipper Jason Thake (6) and Stacey leg before 
with consecutive balls. 

Brooks (14) offered a little resistance with An¬ 
nersley, but when he went the bottom order col¬ 
lapsed. Although Annersley protracted the 
inning, he was finally last out for a superb 84 to 
Mark Gough's fifth ball. 

"Simon (Jones) bowled superbly, as he has 
done most of the season, trapping three of his 
victim's leg before, and in tandem with Mark (Bar¬ 
ber), who bowled a good flight, they did the job.

Chessell back in the re-run heat. 

Dyer was out again in the third 
producing an impressive first win 
in Heathens colours holding off 
Cottham and Tom Brown in the 
re-run heat after Jake Anderson 
caused Brown to fall, Heathens 
now leading 8-10. James Cockle 
ground to a halt in the fourth 
while leading Armstrong who 
took advantage with Chessell in 
second. Smart way out front 
combined with Dyer for a 4-2 in 
heat five split by Brown before 
the Wildcats then six points 
down banged in two 5-1 's. 
Bekker and Cottham kept Arm¬ 
strong in third in heat six and 
Cockle with Chessell kept Ross 
Walter, making his National 
League debut, in third after An¬ 
derson fell giving the Cats a slen¬ 
der two point lead.

TOO LATE FOR BEAMINSTER? 


With the return fixtures this Saturday 
signalling the midway point of this 
season's cricket, what are the chances 
of our local sides? writes STUART 
BROOM. 

Beaminster finally broke their duck 
by winning against nearest relegation 
candidates Wimborne Wayfarers last 
Saturday in Division One, but is it too 
late? 

Captain Ross Baker admits that his 
choice is limited for away games be¬ 
cause some of his players work on Sat¬ 
urday mornings and because of their 
geographical disadvantage are suffer¬ 
ing the consequences. 

Weymouth 2nd's should be OK. 
Fourth from bottom they should have 
enough blend of experience and 
youth to stay out of danger. 

In the Premier Division, both Dorch¬ 
ester and Weymouth's fortunes are on 
the up. 

The county town are tucked in be¬ 
hind PooleTown and Parley but might 
find that the disadvantage of losing 
three games to the weather, one more 


than their rivals, might be too much to 
overcome to win the league. 

Weymouth are fourth bottom with 
five losses and three wins, but their su¬ 
perb victory over champions Parley 
suggests they should improve. 

Dorchester 2nd's under new skipper 
Ian Sibley sit comfortably in midtable 
in Division Two. 

It's more doom and gloom in Divi¬ 
sion Three where Bridport after win¬ 
ning the first two games of the season 
and looking like promotion candi¬ 
dates have lost their last six and have 
slumped to second bottom. They also 
have selection problems, and could 
face the drop if they cannot be re¬ 
solved. 

Martinstown who achieved consec¬ 
utive promotions are finding life 
harder, and having beaten Bridport 
comfortably recently sit in midtable, 
although a third promotion is unlikely. 

Beaminster 2nds are in an even 
worse situation than their peers. They 
languish at the bottom of Division 
Four and seem unlikely to avoid the 


drop. 

Weymouth 3rds are locked in a bat¬ 
tle with Sherborne at the top of Divi¬ 
sion Five. Joe Tremlett's charges are 
keeping the pressure on their North 
Dorset rivals, and the league could be 
decided in their clash at the end of 
July. 

Dorchester 3rds, like Martinstown 
have gained successive promotions. 
Unbeaten during that time, they lost 
their first game in two years a month 
ago, but are challenging for promo¬ 
tion for a third time, tucked in behind 
current leaders Sturminster Marshall. 

At the other end of the table Brid¬ 
port 2nds are struggling. Flaving won 
two of their opening four, they then 
lost four on the bounce before beating 
Abbotsbury last Saturday. Abbotsbury 
are struggling for players but are en¬ 
joying themselves regardless of the 
consequences. 

In the Sunday League Division Four 
Symene can almost certainly ensure 
safety if they win two of their next 
three matches.
